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AVILA  COLLEGE  RECEIVES 
HUMANITIES  GRANT 

Avila  College  has  received  a grant  to  host  a 3-part  sym- 
posium on  the  topic  “Education  and  Welfare:  Right  or 
Privilege.”  The  project  is  supported  through  the  Missouri 
State  Committee  for  the  Humanities  by  a grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  a Federal  agency  created  by  Congress  in  1965. 

The  symposium,  designed  to  provide  information  and 
create  the  opportunity  for  dialogue  between  the  inner 
city  and  suburban  areas  of  Kansas  City,  will  attempt  to 
focus  discussion  of  the  issue  on  the  possible  effect  of  al- 
ternative systems  and  the  implications  for  future  public 
policies. 

The  first  seminar  will  be  held  Tuesday,  October  23,  1973, 
at  7:45  p.m.  in  Lower  Marian  Center  with  Ms.  Melba 
Carter  as  guest  speaker.  A doctoral  candidate  in  Second- 
ary School  Administration  with  seven  years’  experience 
in  the  inner  city  area,  Ms.  Carter  will  discuss  “Financing 
Education:  Rights  and  Responsibilities.”  Her  presenta- 
tion will  focus  on  the  democratic  ideal  of  a quality  edu- 
cation for  all,  the  rights  and  responsibilities  involved, 
and  the  effect  public  policies  of  financing  educational 
systems  can  have  on  the  realization  of  this  ideal.  Includ- 
ed will  be  a panel  of  educators  from  area  schools  repre- 
senting both  the  inner  city  area  and  suburban  Jackson 
County. 

On  Wednesday,  November  14,  1973,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Low- 
er Marian  Center,  Ms.  Elizabeth  Norris,  Co-Ordinator  of 
the  Department  of  Social  Work,  will  speak  on  “The  Wel- 
fare System:  Myths  and  Realities.”  Ms.  Norris,  with  over 
20  years’  experience  in  the  area  of  minorities,  will  pro- 
vide a background  into  the  philosophy  of  the  system  of 
welfare  and  then  lead  a discussion  of  the  topic  with  pan- 
elists representing  a welfare  agency,  a welfare  rights  or- 
ganization, a welfare  recipient,  and  a taxpayer. 

The  third  and  final  session  will  be  Thursday,  December 
6,  1973,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Marian  Center  and  will  feature 
Mr.  Francisco  Ruiz,  editor  and  publisher  of  Entrelineas 
and  a faculty  member  at  Penn  Valley  Community  Col- 
lege; Sister  Audrey  Olson,  Associate  Professor  of  History; 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Webster,  Associate  Professor  of  Sociol- 
ogy. The  panelists  will  discuss  “Social  Justice:  Humani- 
tarian Perspectives”  and  will  present  a comparative 
study  from  an  historical  and  sociological  basis  on  the  life 
style,  culture,  goals,  and  aspirations  of  the  Black,  Chic- 
ane, and  White  (Anglo)  populations  and  will  further  ex- 
plore the  influence  our  present  educational  and  welfare 
systems  have  had  on  these  areas. 

The  symposium  is  open  to  the  public  and  free  of  charge.

President’s  Open  House  Draws  Many  To  Celebrate  and  Be  entertained 


A DECADE  OF  GROWTH 
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Nursing  Department  in  Action  both  on  Campus  and  in  the  Hospital 
Setting,  a Vital  Part  of  the  Growth  Program  of  Avila. 


This  year  Avila  will  reach  a major  milestone  in  its  develop- 
ment. At  the  end  of  this  academic  year  it  will  have  been 
ten  years  since  the  college  moved  to  the  new  campus.  The 
past  decade  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  growth  in  the 
57  year  history  of  the  college.  This  growth  has  been  ac- 
complished through  people  working  together  to  develop 
outstanding  programs,  to  be  innovative,  to  introduce  new 
^Jtudent  services,  and  to  aggressively  recruit  outstanding 
students. 

It's  an  old  truism  that  people  make  your  organization.  At 
Avila  the  record  is  clear  evidence  of  this.  Avila  has  suc- 
cessfully recruited  a group  of  bright  young  people,  both 
in  the  faculty  and  administration.  For  example,  the  average 
age  of  the  administrative  officers  is  38  years.  These  offi- 
cers, under  the  direction  of  Sister  Olive  Louise,  President, 
have  helped  transform  Avila  into  a dynamic  institution, 
capable  of  meeting  the  challenges  of  the  decade  ahead. 

High  quality  educational  programs  are  of  paramount  im- 
portance if  a college  is  to  attract  good  students.  The  con- 
tinued growth  of  Avila  speaks  for  itself;  namely  that  the 
academic  programs  are  excellent  and  are  becoming  well 
recognized.  Nursing,  Special  Education,  and  Theater  are 
good  examples  of  departments  that  have  proven  themselves 
to  be  capable  of  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  today 
and  the  future.  Each  have  exciting  new  programs  and  are 
a viable  force  in  their  respective  areas  in  Kansas  City. 

No  college  can  afford  the  luxury  of  standing  still  or  being 


content  to  look  to  past  success,  and  certainly  Avila  is  no 
exception.  The  faculty  and  administration  realized  early  in 
the  sixties  that  the  college  must  be  innovative  in  bringing 
educational  services  to  a contemporary  society.  Since  then, 
many  changes  have  been  made.  One  of  the  most  import- 
ant changes  recognized  the  growth  and  contribution  of  the 
new  community  colleges.  Avila  was  one  of  the  first  four- 
year  institutions  in  the  area  to  accept  the  baccalaureate- 
oriented  Associates  of  Arts  degree.  Instead  of  competing 
with  the  community  colleges,  Avila  is  working  with  them 
to  offer  their  graduates  a place  to  complete  their  educa- 
tion. 

Avila  also  introduced  the  winter  interim  to  its  program. 
Now  classes  begin  the  last  week  in  August,  and  the  first 
semester  is  concluded  with  Christmas  vacation.  The  winter 
interim  starts  after  New  Years  and  runs  three  and  one- 
half  weeks.  Second  semester  starts  about  February  1 and 
concludes  the  last  week  in  May.  Students  participating  in 
the  winter  interim  can  earn  as  many  as  four  credit  hours. 

Avila  recognizes  that  students  have  needs  outside  the  aca- 
demic world  and  that  the  institution  has  a responsibility  to 
serve  those  needs.  Accordingly,  programs  have  been  im- 
plemented to  improve  the  religious  life  on  campus  and  to 
develop  more  social  activities. 

This  year  under  the  direction  of  Sister  Margaret  Cook  a 
new  Campus  Ministry  Program  has  been  established.

is  designed  to  minister  to  the  religious  needs  of  the  cam- 
pus community.  The  program  is  staffed  by  a team  of  three 
persons  who  will  work  with  interested  students  and  faculty 
to  improve  the  quality  of  religious  life  on  campus.  Matters 
of  concern  will  be  interfaith  discussions  and  prayer, 
Eucharistic  celebrations.  Prayer  and  Bible  study  groups,  re- 
treats, Christian  social  involvement.  The  team  also  hopes  to 
set  up  dialogue  situations  in  conjunction  with  campus 
events.  Father  Francis  Schuele  joined  the  staff  this  year  to 
assist  in  carrying  out  this  program 

Last  year  Bob  Johnston  was  hired  as  Director  of  Stu- 
dent Activities  to  assist  the  students  develop  their  extra 
curricular  life  as  well  as  their  social  life.  Bob  is  responsi- 
ble to  Sister  Marlene  Stinn,  Dean  of  Students  and  works 
with  the  Program  Board  in  planning  activities  on  campus. 
During  the  inaugural  year,  student  enthusiam  for  events 
such  as  Duration  Day  was  an  indication  that  a void  on 
campus  was  filled. 

A significant  factor  in  recent  growth  of  the  college  is  the 
offering  of  educational  services  on  a contract  basis.  In  a 
metropolitan  area  as  large  as  Kansas  City  there  are  many 
agencies  whose  people  need  specialized  training.  Avila 
began  three  years  ago  contracting  with  these  agencies  to 
provide  the  education  needed.  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  the 
Kansas  City  Missouri  Board  of  Education  were  two  of  the 
first  institutions  to  use  this  service. 


First  year  nursing  students  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital  are 
brought  to  the  Avila  campus  and  take  courses  in  biology, 
chemistry,  English  and  psychology.  At  the  end  of  one  year 
the  students  may  receive  as  many  as  30  credit  hours.  There 
are  mutual  advantages  to  each  institution  in  this  program. 
St.  Luke's  doesn't  need  to  hire  faculty  for  these  courses 
and  their  students  receive  college  credit.  For  Avila,  many, 
classes  are  filled  to  capacity  as  a result  of  this  program. 


Through  the  Department  of  Education,  Avila  is  providing 
training  to  paraprofessionals  recently  hired  in  the  public 
school  system.  These  students  who  would  not  otherwise  be 
able  to  attend  college  are  now  preparing  for  teaching 
career  opportunities.  A large  percentage  of  the  profession- 
al course  credits  are  received  during  on-the-job  instruction 
and  practice  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department 
Chairman,  Sister  Marie  Georgette.  To  date,  Avila  has  con- 
ferred 6 degrees  on  these  students. 


Now  that  the  first  ten  years  are  nearly  behind  us,  we  look 
forward  to  the  next  ten  years  with  eager  anticipation.  The 
student  body  is  estimated  to  reach  1200  during  the  day 
and  about  600  at  night  before  leveling  off.  The  addition  of 
two  more  buildings  is  planned:  the  Goppert  Theater/Bor- 
serine  Nurse  Education  Center  (1973)  and  the  Bundschu 
Library  (1976).  The  same  determination  and  dedication 
that  characterized  the  past  decade,  will  assure  the  attain- 
ment of  these  goals.
